"THE PROMOTION OF ARMY 
OFFICERS. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S COMMITTEE’S 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The report of Mr. Churchill’s Committee on 
the Promotion of Officers in the Special Reserve, 
New Armies, and Territorial Force was issued 
last night. These recommendations are that 
regimental officers granted acting. rank below 
that of Lieutenant-colonel on service should, 
when sick or wounded, retain such rank as long 
as they are at home, but should not be entitled 
to the pay of the acting rank unless filling the 

osition at home for which such pay is al- 
lowed, Temporary lieutenant-colone eom- 
manding battalions should be removed from the 
establishment of their units after four months’ 
sick leave, but should remain eligible for pay 
while unfit. Under the present conditions all 
officers should be provided with a emall book 
containing a record of their services. All second 
lieutenants who have not previously been pro- 
moted to fill a vacancy in an establishment 
should, if duly recommended, be promoted to 
heutenant after eighteen months’ service. Two 
acting captains should be ailowed to each batr- 
talion serving abroad in excess of the present 
authorised numbers. A corresponding irctease 
should be allowed in other arms-of the cervice. 
Ex-reguiar officers of the Reserve of (Officers 
should be allowed to reckon toward s*nioritr 
ail their previous service, less half ihe time 
during which they have been unemployed. Fx- 
regular officers on the retired list should he 
treated in the same manner, but less the whole 
time during which they have been unemployed

It was a surprising thing, under these | 
circumstances, that many Irish teachers had 
not come over to this country, because many of 
these certificated teachers were qualified to 
teach in practically any ‘school. here was a 
magnetism about their own homes and their 
own country, however, which held them in bonds 
they cquld not break. In the higher grades 
the salary of the male teacher was £185, and 
of the female £150. The salaries in the lower 
grades were desiinefl to condemn those who 
spent thoir lives in the grades either to celibacy 
or indigenee.
